of pure silver upon which Ficignerra, 
the great master of early engraving, 
bad depicted his lovely "Madonna and 
ihild" in a trellised arbor covered with 
roses. An Italian lady was telling her 
friends in an undertone the charming 
anecdote of Finiguerra and the laun- 
dress. 


The artist, it seems, in mastering the 


new and difficult art of engraving upon 
metal, had acquired a singularly keen 
eye and delicate touch, and he also pos- 
tessed a nawber of very fine and sharp 
inptrnmentH, which le used in bis 
work. 


Being a kindly man he sometimes 


placed both his sure hand and his fine 
tools at the service of his friends and 
neighbors in performing for them some 
of the simpler operations of surgery, 
until he acquired quite a reputation for 
his skill in doctoring their hurts. 


One day a poor laundress who had 


been washing clothes, in wringing out 
a garment in which a needle had been 
carelessly left, ran it deeply into her 
band. Woise yet, it broke off in the 
wound and a part remained imbedded 
in the flesh. She was in much pain, 
and on her way tack from the stream 
where she had been washing she stop- 
ped at the house of the artist and was 
admitted. 


Entering his studio she hastily net 


down her wet and heavy bundle nncl 
held out the injured hand, beg;;inj; his 
assistance. Finiguerrn left liis work to 
help her, and after long mid delicate 
manipxilation extracted the broken nee- 
dle. 
The woman thanked him and 


turned to go, lifting her bundle from 
its resting place. 


Then he saw that she had set it upon 


one of his engravings. Like all others 
at that time, it was a plate of engraved 
metal, complete in itself, and regarded 
as a single and sufficient picture, exact- 
ly as if it had bean a painting. 


But us the damp bundle was raised 


the quick eye of Finiguerra saw that it 
had received an impression from the 
engraved picture beneath, and his quick 
mind seized at once the suggestion of 
the possibility of indefinite reproduc- 
tion from a single original. So that 
from the kindness of a great artist to a 
poor washerwoman sprang the discov- 
ery which bos placed the beautiful 
products of tho engraver's art within 
the reach of all of us today 1—Youth's 
Companion. 


ENGLISH RED TAPE. 


FIGURES WITH FINGERS. 


Origin of tbe Roman Numeral Meth- 


od of Counting;. 


Hold your hands np before you, palms 


outward, thumbs at an acuto angle. Be- 
gin on tbe left. Little finger I i little 
finger and ring finger It; little finger, 
ring finger and middle finger III; all 
the fingers of the left hand I III; and 
the baud and thumb at an acute angle 
form V. In place of the IIII yon may 
use the fourth finger from tbe left, still 
holding tbe thumb at an acute angle, 
and yon have IV. 


Now pass to the right hand. Holding 


tho thumb and tbe hand at the same 
angle as before we have VI; by using 
the index and the middle finger we get 
VII, while the thninb and tho three 
large fingers make VIII. 


Now join the two V's made by the 


thumbs, inverting one, and we have X, 
or 10. Then use the Xwith the last lit- 
tle finger before it and it will give IX. 
The combinations following X are ob- 
vious. The forefinger of the left hand, 
with the thumb at right angles, make 
a perfect L; the little finger of the left 
hand curved toward the thumb makes 
C, the initial of centum (100), and so 
on with the hundreds. Now join the 
two thumbs with the forefingers, or 
two V's inverted, and you have the 
hieroglyphics complete.—Philadelphia 
Times

The head of this oolcfssal enterprise

These are for the use of mill superin- 
tendents and employees, and are al- 
ready being built. 


Power will be furnished by the whole 


of Truokee river, giving it a fall of 30 
feet. A great 
dam is being built 


diagonally across the stream, which 
will be conveyed one-fourth of a mile 
in a pipe nine feet in diameter. 
This 


pipe will be made principally of wood- 
en staves and iron, the last few sec- 
tions wi'l be of reinforced steel to 
withstand the mighty pressure.
